Ax Account of the expedition to the Weft Indies a- 
gain Lreriinice, Guadalupe, and other the Lee- 
ward iflands ; {ubject 10 the French King, 1759. 
By Ric ard Gardner, E{q; Captain of Marines 
on board his Majefty’s fhip Rippon, ow the expe- 
dition. : 

HE author fays, that he drew up this 
account of the expedition to correct 
the mifreprefentations of the con- 
dua of the officers employedinir, 
made by the Leeward colonies ; 
who, from felf-interefted motives, 
ere grieved that the expedition ever took place, 

as it interrupted an underband-commerce with Sr. 

Eutaria, the n-afporting of French fugars in 

Durch bottoms belonging to Englifh owners. 

“ Had Martinico fallen, they likewife feared a 
reduction in the value of their plantations in our 
yn iflands, as fo great a quantity of fugar would 
on be added for the future to the Englifh mar- 
om poy exclaimed againft thefcapitulation of Gua- 
lupe, 

oa ion of it; and not even that, as long as the 

troops remained at Baffle Terre, nor till after the 

death of Mr. Hopfon, when they found by Gene- 
sieral Barrington’s motions on the fide of Grande- 

Terre, that there were no hopes left of his quit- 

ting the ifland: they then indeed fent Negroes to 

the army, in expectation, Limagine, of coming in 
for their fhare of plunder, whea the ifland fhould 
be taken; or of laying our their money to ad- 
vantage, which they were collecting every where, 
and particularly at Antigua, with thar view ; hav- 
ing their eye upon new purchafes, and not in the 
lealt confidering the benefits accruing to the peo- 
ple of England, from the | ors of the ifland, 
at any rate, the entire reduction of which, with. 
out a capitulation, might have been the work of 
years, for inftance, how long was it before the 

Spaniards gave up the quiet potlefiion of Jamaica 

to the Englifh? How many years were they in 

open arms ; and have not they their plantations a- 

mong us, their particular rights and privileges at 

this day ? 

‘¢ They were angry with the General, I pre- 
fume, for not putting the poor inhabitants to 
death, or for not banifhing them from off the 
ifland; and for being fo very unreafonable as to 
allow them the enjoyment of their own houfes and 
eflates, after having been kept out by fire and 
{word for three months, hanging in the air, like 
Mahomet’s tomb, or flung in hammocks in the 
woods from one tree to another; or for not di- 
viding theth, like the Roman Confuls of old, a- 
mongit his officers; who, being a fet of gentle- 
men, perhaps not the mott remarkable in the world 
for knowing the value of money, and but few of 
them matters of a very refined skillin keeping it, 
they cencluded would part with their new eftates 
for a trifle to the firft purchafers; taking it for 
granted, and not without reafon, that as foon as 
a noble Captain had got his portion of acres par- 
celled out to him, inftead of turning his victorious 
head to the fervile operations of grinding fugar, 
or foiling his martial fingers in poy | canes and 

lucking cotton, he would ftick upa broom upon 
fis houke, the firft hour he came there, as a fignal 
for fale. No wonder then that the neighbouring 
lands cried out againft a capitulation, which to- 
tally difconcerted all thefe avaricious projeés and 
felfifh views, by fecuring to the people of Eng- 
land, in common with them, a rich and fertile 
country, which they had vainly imagined would, 
in a fhort {pace of time, have become their own 
fole property, and that of Negro-drivers and 

Creolattornies and agents, It would, how- 

ever, be doing great injuftice not to acknowledge, 

that there were very many worthy men in all the 
iflands, who thought differently, and were fenfible 
of the importance of this new acquifition.” 

Capt. Gardner honeftly prefixes his name, to 
the intent (he fays) that if he hath advanced any 
untruth, he may be confuted by officers now at 
home, who are as well acquainted with the faés as 
himfelf. 

He obferves that the Englifh (quadron eafily en- 
tered the bay of St. Pierre at Guadalupe, on ac- 
count of a wefterly wind which {prung up, when 
the fquadron came to the height of the bay, and 
blew right into ic till the evening; a circumftance 
not common in that laticude. 

“ The enemy were fo ftruck ar feeing the wind 
bus remarkably fayour the English, and agaia at.

The day that the Englifh had got pofleffion of 
the town and citadel of Baffe-rerre, “<a Ge 
noefe in the French fervice came down to the 
troops and informed them that the enemy had on- 
Vy five companies of regular forces (marines) in 
the ifland, confiftin of twenty men per compa 
ny. He likewife acquainted them that a train was 
laid to blow up the powder magazine in the citadel, 
anda negro left to fer fire to it, who was perfuad- 
ed he could efcape at a fally port afrerwards. This 
was immediately cut off, and the magazine fe-

doubted intelligence of the arrival of Monf. Du 
Bompart, Lieut. General, and Chef d’Efcadre 
(formerly Governos of ee with a f{qua- 
dron of meti of war, confifting of eight fail of the 
line and three frigates from old France, having a 
battalion of Swifs and other troops on board, in- 
tended for the relief of Martinico, in cafe he 
found it invefted by the Englifh, and that he was 
lying at anchor between Pigeon-Ifland and Fort- 
Negro, in the great bay of Port-Royal, ready to 
come out. 

“ As it was very practicable for Monfieur Bom- 
part to throw in {uccours to Grande:terre, if he at- 
tempted it, and at the fame time Mr. Moore be in- 
capable of putting to fearo oppofe him in the fi- 
tuation the Englifh “ory then lay; a refolu- 
tion was taken to call in the cruizing fhips, and 
to fail immediately to Prince Rupert’s Bay in Do- 
minica, where he could be early acquainted with 
any motions made by the enemy, “nd be ready to 
follow, if occafion required, ashe would then be 
to windward of Guadalupe, and at rhe diftance 
only of nine leagues.——~ 

‘© The Privateers of the enemy took advantage 
of this movement, and all the time {above ele- 
ven weeks, from Friday March 16, to Sunday 
June 3d] the French and Englifh fquadrons were 
watching each other in the two bays, they went 
out roving along‘the coafts, and took about eighty 
or ninety fail of our merchant-men, which they 
carried in prizes to Martinique. 

“< Thefe Precast captures occafioned heavy coni- 
plaints from the Britifh iflands, for they faid it was - 
qually as practicable for the Englith (quadron to have 
anchored in Port Royal, as in Prince Rupert’s Bay, 
by which two ends had been anfwered, the 
French men of war could not have got otfr, nor 
the privateer prizes have got in, of courfe the lat- 
ter moft have fallen into the hands of our crui- 
zers, and have been retaken; mo harbour being 
then open to them, but St. Pierre’s or Granada, 
either of which was at any time to be blocaded 
by a fingle frigate. —— 

“ Had the Englifh made their appearance off 
Port-Royal Bay, Monf. Du Bompart muft have 
been reduced to the alternative, cither of fighting

Moore room to come to an anchor with his fqua- 
dron between Fort Negro and Pidgeon-ifland, 
where he lay before. 

“* To this it was replied, thatthe heayy fhips, 
fuch as the St. George and Cambridge, might be 
drove to leeward in attempting to get into the 
Bay, or that the enemy, by conftantly having the 
advantage of the trade wind and current, might 
at any time fend down fire fhips upon the men of 
war in the night.” 

“ Of Lieut. Col. Desbrifay, who was killed by 
the blowing up of a powder magazine, placed 
ina ftone eney-bos:; in the Citadel of Baffe- 
Terre, Captain Gardner gives the following ac- 
count. 

«« Lieut. Col. Desbrifay was Captain of foot at 
the battle of Laffieldt or Val, near Maeftrighr, in 
1747, where being wounded and lying upon the 
ground amongf the flain, he was run thro’ by 
a French officer, whofe unmanly example was im- 
mediately followed by the platoon he command- 
ed, all or moft of them planting, their bayonets in 
different parts of his body : of about 13 wounds, 
which he received, eight were judged to be mor- 
tal. Being afterwards at table with the Marechal 
Count de Saxe, of whofe politenefs, as an enemy, 
many honourable inftances were given; in courle

of the late war, he was ftrongly, follicited by the 
Marechal to rellthim, ‘© Who the officer was that 
“‘ had ufed-him fo very unlike a foldier, threate 
‘* ning to difgrace him at the head of the regi- 
“ ment; ” bur Desbrifay, tho’ well acquainted 
with his name, the commiffion he. bore, and the 
corps he ferved in, moft generoufly declined ir; 
conteming himfelf with letting his Excellency 
know, that he was not a ftranger to his perfon, 
and beggirg his excufe from being obliged to point 
him out. ; 

“© As he was at all times alerr, fo was he ve- 
very indefatigable ; had a rhorough knowledge of 
his profeffion, and was mafter of great appli- 
cation init, He was quick, and had a happy 
prefencé of mind which forefaw a difficulty and 
the method ro conquer iz at one and the fame in- 
ftant; cool in aétion, and braye without often- 
tation; prefuming never upon a fuperioriry of 
parts, but always diffident of himfelf: thought 
and read much, and was ever forming fome new 
defign to molett and annoy the enemy. The fer- 
vice of the publick was the {pring thar wound him 
up, and put his whole frame in motion. He 
had the ttue fire of a foldier in kim, and with it 
Was as complete a gentleman as any in the fer- 
vice, dying fincerely regretted by every officer of 
his acquaintance. 

* Upon figning the capitiilation the inhabitants 
returned to their plantations and houles; they be- 
gan alfoto repair the ruing at Bafle-T'erre,; where 
foon after fhops were opened, and the produce 
of the country fold as ufual, unimolefled by che 
troops in camp or garrifon, where Gencral Bar- 
tington caufed the ttrideft difcipline to be ob 
ferved ; and behaved with fo mitch affability, and 
was fo eafy of accefs to al! the natives, thar it 
would be difficult to fay whether he feented so be 
moft refpeéted by the army or the ifland. 

** The attention of the publick in England, on 
this expedition, being totally fwallowed up in she 
idea of Martinico, the conqueft of Guadalup- 
(as we are told) became little confidered by ch 
generality of peoplé there, who locked upon ir as 
a little provincial ifland to the other, and were 
not fufficiently acquainted with ‘the ftrength of ir, 
the advantages accruing from its poflcflions, the 
extent and produce of the country, and more par- 
ticularly the beauty of irs fituation, where like a 
Queen it fits enthron’d amongft the leffer iflands, 
in power to convey rélief or deftruction to all 
the colonies around., 

“ The foil is rich, and efpecially at Grande- 
Terre fo fertile, that the canes are trequently cut 
fix times without re-planting ; ahd in Martiaico 
the fineft plantation never produced sore rhan 
feven crops, and but very few did thar: indeed, 
far the greateft part, of what are called Martinica 
fugars, 2re the real produce of Guadaloupe, the 
inhabitants of which were obliged to fend them 
to Martinico, before they could be tranfported to 
Old France. as 

* Martinique is ¢alled the capital ifland, from 
the conftant refidence of the Goyernor, who 
commands over all, as the Govérnor of Antigua 
does in like manner over St. Kitt’s, Nevis, Mon- 
ferrat, and other the Caribbees with us; but it is 
neither fo ftrong, not fo tapadle of defence ag 
Guadaloupe: ‘The citadel is indeed extremely 
difficult to be attacked by fea; and to thippin 
perhaps impregnable on account of the tride-wind 
and current ferting conftantly out of the bay of 
Port Royal, but it is practicable to take it by 
land; and though the Englifh troops did nor fuc- 
ceed on the prefent attempt, it is not thence to 
be concluded that it was not to be reduced. Dif. 
ferent reafons might prevail on differeat per- 
fons, and it is very certain both iflands could not fall 
afacrifiee; for the taking of one would render it 
impracticable to attack the other with any proba- 
bility of fuccefs; fince half the regiments mutt have 
been employed in garrifonsto fecure the new con- 
quett. Guadalonpe might therefore be, for oughr 
I know, the greater obje& of comfideration to the 
Britihh Generals, as it was a nett of flibuftiers 
and privateers, conftantly infefting the Bririth 
trade; tor mott of the fhips trading to Antigua, 
Nevis, St. Kirtt’s, Jamaica, or the Spanitfh Main 
are obliged in their pafla . 
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land, from which they were difcernable immediat 
ly to the French at Guadaloupe, who never fait 
ed to fend their f{chooners and peciaugrs 
Out, and were perpetually bringing in Engiffte 
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prizes towhe town and road of Baffe-Terre, where 
they were protected by the cannon of the cita- 
del and batteries, from any attempts of our cruizers 
to retake them: for this reafon, and for others 
that could be given, the poffeffion of Guadaloupe 
is of the greareft importance to Englifh mer- 
chants in time of war; and indeed on rey! ace 
counts it appears ro be the moft valuable ifland 
of the two, and the more noble acquifizion to 
the crown of England. 

The author concludes his account of the expe- 
dition (which he’ wrote by way of journal on his 
paflage home) with thefe words: ‘“ Thus ended 
an expedition of great importance to the publick, 
andia which the Englifh arms acquired repucation 
even from the enemy : the intrepidiry of the of 
ficers who commanded, and the refolution of the 
men who obeyed, were very uncommon and re- 
miarkable, and fuch only as a true fenfe of ho- 
nour, and a true geal for their Sovereign, and 
their country could infpire; expofed to sonpers 
they had never known, to difordersthey had ne- 
ver felt, to a climate more fatal thanthe enemy, 
and to a method of fighting they had never fcen : 
harraffed with perpetual alarms, and fatigued with 
conftant duty, they ftill advanced, alert in all 
hours of caution, invincible in all hours of attack ; 
frequentiy they fuffered from concealed fires out 
af the woods, from lurking parties of armed ne- 
groes that could not be difcovered, * and where 
the officer who commanded was in the firuation 
of Virgil's Rutulian Capiain.

On fuch occafions they preferveds their jranks 
inflexivly, or rufhed with. bayonets fixed amongtt 
the trees and. bufhes till they had fcoured them 
thoreughly, fortune at last ms in their fa- 
vour, and conqueft became the reccompence of 
virtue; when under the dire&ions of an active 
and enterprizing commander in chief, whofe or- 
ders were executed with the fame alacrity they 
were given, the Britif troops fucceeded in re- 
ducing to his Majefty’s obedience, an ifland per- 
haps of as great confequence to the crown of Eng- 
land, as any other in fubjeétion to it in South 
America; of infinite prejudice to the trade and 
commerce of the French, our natural and inveterat, 
foe ; and of as much fecurity to our own colonie, 
and plantations near it. 

Nor were the officers and feamen of the royal 
fquadron at all inferior in their feveral depart- 
ments. to the gentlemen of the army; and while 
weadmire the diftinguifhed rapidity of Crumpe, 
the gallant impetuofity of Desbrifay and Melville, 
we are called upon with equal juftice to applaud 
the fpirited prefervance of the intrepid Shuldham 
(of ae Panther) «and the yourhful ardour of the 
brave old Leflic, (of the Briftol) not to omit the 
memorable and irrefiftible fire of the St. George, 
Capt. Gay:on, and Cambridge, Capt. Burton, of 
which a Frewchman fpeakingin reply to.a quettion 
Thad asked him, “ How they came to quit the 
‘~ citadel? Anfwered with fome warmth Eh! 
comment, Monfienr ? Tout auire que le Diable 
est quitté la Citadelle; cetcit le feu d’enfer méme. 

* What, Sir! No body but the D---] would have 
* ftaid there, for it was the fire of h--li itfelf.* 

* It would be in vain to recite each particu. 
lar inftance of remarked valour in the fleet, and 
in the camp, but in general I believe it may be 
allowed that;in both, the officers did their duty, 
and the men fought boldly and like Englifhmen’ 





* A body of armed negroes concealing them; 
felvyes one day in the canes, and firing out o 
them,, the Englifh fet fire to the feveral corners 
of the field, and burnt them and the canes to- 

ether.——— Madam Duchermey armed her ne- 
groes, and led them to the attack in perfon.

| Port-Royal in Jamaica, Aug. 29. All the news 
we hear’ at prefent, is, that his Majetty’s fhips, 
Harwich, Edinburgh, and Affiflance, returning 
from a cruize off Cape Francois, fell in with 8 
fail of New England men, juft coming our of 
Monto Chrifto; Commodore Marfh, upon enqui- 
ry, found their cargo to confift of indigo and 
fuaar, which they purchafed from the French for 
provifions. We convoyed them fafe to Port 
Roval, where they have been condemued atfier 
a long trial. 

We liave here a rumour, that the French fleet 
that came our to the reinforcement at Martinico, 
and beinz too late, came down to Cape Fran- 
¢ois, and which confifts of eight fail -of the line 
and four frigates, are to make a pufhat fome part 





of Jamaica; and as Admiral. Coates is not able 
to engage them, we are obliged to lie in Port 
Royal. | 

St. Jago de la Vega, in Famaica, Sept. 22. 
Laft Saturday was fent into Port-Royal, by his 
Majefty’s thip Lively, the Britannia, —— Maf- 
fam Jace Commander, belonging to London, 

his veflel, on her paflage hither from New. 
York, had an. engagement of four hours with a 
Freuch privateer, commanded by one Fernando, 
who arlengih, boarding the Britannia, overpower- 
ed Capt. Maflam, ahd hauled down his colours, 
after which (it is fufpe‘ied) the French killed e- 
very Englifhman- on board, not one being to be 
found when fhe was retaken by the Lively, and 
the deck being covered with blood. This is the 
fame barbarian that took Capt. Stiles of Phila- 
delphia, and killed’ him and his people after they 
had truck. 

Kingjlon. Sept. 29. The floop Mars, tender to 
his Majefty’s fhip Marlbarough, James Paterfon, 
Efq; commander, hastaken anc brought in a pri- 
vateer French fnow. called the Amaible Grana-

** I fhould be very glad, could | entertain you 
with any thing new from the army ; but we are 
without a fyllable from the military rhefe ten days 
pee From Crown Point we hear the brig is 
aunched, and probably fitted by this time. The 
Raden will foon be in readinefs. She is 95 feet 
in length, and about 30 broad, to mount fix 
twenty-four pounders, and a vaft number of {wi- 
vels; bur ir Ceoins to be a doubt whether the ar- 
my will proceed immediately, as has been con- 


jectured. By a fcour, returned a few days fince, 


they had a particular account of the flrength of 
the enemy at the ifland, about 40 miles diftant 
from Crown Point : Amongft other accounts gi- 
ven of that matter, itis faid, they have 70 pieces

“« We are ftill, here,, great preparations for go- 
ing on, but not yet ready. Many people begin 
to think we fhajl wot-ge further this year: in fhort, 
the General only kn@ws whether we fhall or not. 
Rangers went out,yelterday with a large {cout of 
z50 men. Ougs for, and improvements are going 
on faft. We have hada great deal of rain lately 
which has made the troops (efpecialiy the Pro- 
vincials) a little fickly; but it is now very fine 
weather, and they. are recovering. This is all 
the news this place affords, for the General keeps 
every thing very fecter.” 

New York, Sept. 17. Wednefday laft returned 
here from a cruize, the privateer brig True Bri- 
ton, David Mafterfon commander, of shis port, 
and the floop Great Pitt, of eight guns and 18 
men, Thomas Croker, commander, of Antigua, 
They brought in with’ them the thip Conftantine, 
from Martinico, bound for Old France, which 
they took the 14th of Auguft; her lading confitts 
of 250 hogfheads of fugar, about 18,000 lb. of 
coffee, and is efteemed a preity good prize, as 
times now go. 

New-York, O&. 1. Laft Sunday Capt. Young 
fpoke with a fhip from the Bay of Honduras, 
bound for Bofton; the Matter whereof informed 
him, that the Spaniards had again paid a vifit to 
the Bay, and carried off many of the feulers. 

Wednefday alfo, the privateer brig, Samfon, 
Captain Phacnix, of this port, returned here from 
a cruize; he failed from Jamaica the roth of Sep- 
tember, in company with a feet of 30 fail, aby 
bound to. the norhward, Nine days after he 
came out, he fpoke with a Spanifh vette! from the 
Havannah, , the mafter whergot iniormed him, 
that Admiral Don Blafs was there with four fhips 
of the line, thrze frigates, two brigs of 16 guns 
cach, and two xebecks, all complealy manned

The Charming Nancy, Brewer, arrived in the 
Downs from Jamaica, met with very bad wea. 
ther, in which fhe had four of her hands wathed 
overboard, but providentially they were thrown 


On board again and faved. 


Our further advices from Ofwego are, that 
Lieutenant Backhoufe of the light infantry, with 
a party, had been fent to reconnoitre Cadaraqui 
and Ofwegatchie, and found both places deferted 


by the enemy; on his return he difcovered two’ 


of the enemy’s armed veflels, iris faid, in acreek 
not far from Ofwego, and reported the fame ta 
General Gage; upon which ihe General immedi. 
ately fent off 280 volunteers to atrempr to take 
or deftroy them, and juft as this account came’a- 
Way, a great firing was heard; fo that, at leaft, 
there has been an engagement, but whether in our 
favour or not, time muft yer difcover. 

A letter from Pittsburgh, dated Sept. 15, fays,

give us no diflurbance; they ate employed k
